In continuance of our recent articles on various 
branches of India’s import trade we give this week a 
review of the imports of hardware and cutlery.

W. D. Montgomery Clarke, H.M. Trade Commissioner 


at Calcutta, from whose Report to the Department of 
Overseas Trade the statement has been extracted, 
observes that there was a further recovery in these 
imports during the past fiscal year and their value was 
well above the pre-war average. 





Our Overseas Trade in August. (Page 303.) 
A reduction from July of £7,477,000 in the value 


of exports of British produce and manufactures was 
the salient feature of last month’s overseas trade. 
While the decline may be attributed in part to the 
holiday season and in part to price changes, except in 
coal, it is nevertheless plain that the impulse which 
sustained export trade, apart from coal, so well in 
June and July has spent itself owing to various causes 
which have their foundation in the coal trouble. 





Palestine Trade in June Quarter. (Page 308.) 

A slight decline in imports and a small rise in 
exports, as compared with the June quarter, 1925, is 
recorded in the Palestine Quarterly Administrative 
Report for the period ended 30th June last. Customs 
revenue shows an increase of £19,632 over the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1925.

The various branches of the textile industry briefly 
reviewed include woollens, cottons, silks. knitting, 
cotton wool and bandages and ready-made clothing.

LEATHER BAGS AND FITTINGS COMMITTEE. 


The Board of Trade have appointed a Committee, 
consisting of Mr. B. A. Cohen, K.C. (Chairman), Mrs. 
M. Beer and Mr. M. Jenks, to enquire into and report, 
in accordance with the White Paper (Cmd. 2327), 
relating to the Safeguarding of Industries, upon appli- 
cations made by the National Leather Goods and 
Saddlery Manufacturers’ Association, for the imposi- 
tion of a duty upon light leather bags and other recep- 
tacles, including bags and receptacles of materials made 
to resemble leather, and by the British Fittings Manu- 
facturers’ Association for the imposition of a duty 
upon metal frames, locks and clasps for bags and other 
receptacles.

ZAGREB CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 
ARBITRATION COURT BYELAWS. 


The Board of Trade have received a French transla- 
tion of the byelaws of the newly constituted Arbitration 
Court of the Zagreb Chamber of Commerce and In- 
dustry. The Court is competent to decide commercial 
and industrial disputes which the local law permits to 
be settled by arbitration, and which are submitted to it 
At least 
one of the parties to the dispute must carry on business 
in the district of the Zagreb Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry, but it is understood that the procedure laid 
down in the byelaws would apply if one of the parties 
were British.

MAURITIUS SUGAR INDUSTRY. 


According to the Annual Report of the Mauritius 
Department of Agriculture, the preliminary compila- 
tion of factory results for the 1925 crop gave a total of 
233,000 metric tons, which is but slightly below the 
normal output. Yields in the fields during the latter 
months of last year were considerably above anticipa- 
tion, while the sucrose content of the cane was through- 
out the grinding season generally above normal. In 
1924 and 1923 the production of sugar amounted to 
224,710 tons and 201,550 tons respectively. Of the 
estimated total of 233,000 tons, 98 per cent. will, it is 
anticipated, consist of vesou sugars and low products 2 
per cent. New sugar machinery and tramway material 
to the value of Rs.1,350,069 and Rs.622,687 respectively 
were imported last year. Exports of the 1924-25 sugar 
crop totalled 219,281 tons, as against 180,773 tons in the 
previous season. Prior to 1914 the bulk of the sugar 
production of the Colony went to India. Between 1914 
and 1924 most of it came to the United Kingdom; in 
the latter year, however, a considerable resumption of 
exportation to India occurred, but stopped abruptly in 


1925. 





POLISH TRADE IN JUNE. 

With reference to the Notice in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 
12th August (page 173), the British Commercial Secre- 
tary at Warsaw reports that the values for imports and 
exports were calculated in paper and not in gold zloty, as 
they should have been. The revised figures show that 
imports during June amounted to £2,540,000 and 
exports to £4,114,000. Exports of coal were valued at 
17,416,000 gold zloty (£700,000), or approximately 10s. 
per ton.

BRITISH INDIA. 





IMPORTS OF HARDWARE AND CUTLERY, 


There was a further recovery in imports of hardware 
into India during the fiscal year ended 31st March last, 
writes Mr. W. D. Montgomery Clarke, H.M. Trade 
Commissioner at Calcutta, in the course of his * Report 
to the Department of Overseas Trade. Although still 
about 42 per cent. below the value reached in the boom 
year 1920-21, they were well above the pre-war average 
of Rs.317 lakhs per annum at Rs.5193 lakhs. The in- 
crease over the previous twelve months is accounted for 
by larger shipments of enamelled ironware, implements 
and tools (other than agricultural), metal lamps, and

Kingdom’s chief competitor, and, states Mr. Mont- 
gomery Clarke, she is shipping at lower prices hardware 
in almost every branch, but particularly metal lamps 
and enamelled ironware. The reduction of the British 
share by 19 per cent. since 1913-14 is undoubtedly 
serious, and it may be of interest to consider each 


section of the trade in detail. 


Agricultural Implements.—During 1924-25, the last 
year for which details are available, the British share 
was Rs.16} lakhs and the American Rs.2 lakhs. Com- 
petition from the Agricultural Implements Company, 
Ltd., of Jamshedpur, which is gradually increasing, has 
to be reckoned with. The full capacity of this plant is 
about 4,000 tons of finished goods per annum, and the 
principal articles manufactured are picks, powrahs and 
kodalis. A new company has recently been established 
at Satara, in the Bombay Presidency, for the manufac- 
ture of agricultural implements, such as iron ploughs, 
sugar cane crushers, etc., which are reported to be in 
good demand. 

Buckets of Tinned or Galvanised Iron.—This is now 
only a small trade owing to the increase in the local 
manufacture of buckets from imported sheets. The 
British share in 1924-25 was Rs.1} lakhs out of a total 
of Rs.1} lakhs. 

Builders’ Hardware.—This comprises locks, hinges, 
door bolts, ete. Out of the total imports of Rs.31 lakhs 
in 1924-25 the British share was Rs.8 lakhs, that of 
Germany Rs.12 lakhs, Sweden Rs.6 lakhs, and the 
United States Rs.4 lakhs. Imports from Germany are 
chiefly sold in the bazaars, where quality counts for 
little and price is the main consideration. 

Domestic ITardware.—Of the total imports, valued at 
Rs.9$ lakhs in 1924-25, the British share was Rs.3} 
lakhs, Germany’s Rs.3} lakhs, Japan’s Rs.75,000, and 
the United States Rs.50,000. 

Enamelled Ironware.—This trade remained fairly 
steady in 1924-25 at Rs.30 lakhs, of which the British 
share was Rs.3 lakhs, Japan’s Rs.13} lakhs, Germany’s 
Rs.95 lakhs, Czechoslovakia’s Rs.24} lakhs, and Austria’s 
Rs.1} lakhs. 

Gas Mantles.—Total imports amounted to only Rs.6 
lakhs in 1924-25, of which the German share was Rs.33 
lakhs, the United States’ Rs.14$ lakhs, and the British 
just under Rs.1 Jakh.

Implements and Tools (other than Agricultural and 
Machine Tools).—This valuable trade made a fair re- 
covery during 1925-26, but no details are available. 
During 1924-25 the total imports were valued at Rs.64]

United States’ Rs.13} lakhs, Germany’s Rs.6} lakhs, 
and that of France Rs.14 lakhs.

THE REDUCTION IN EXPORTS. 


The salient feature in the trade returns for August 
is the decline in exports of British produce and manu- 
factures, which were £7,477,000 less than in July and 
£11,251,000 less than in August, 1925 (or £8,095,000 
if coal exports be excluded). Part of the decline from 
the July figures may be attributed to the effects of the 
holiday season, similar reductions having been shown 
in each of the two preceding years, and part of the re- 
duction (apart from coal) since August, 1925, is due 
fo price changes. Nevertheless, it is plain that the 
impulse which maintained our export trade (apart from 
coal) so remarkably in June and July has spent itself 
owing to the exhaustion of pre-strike coal supplies, the 
higher cost. of imported coal, and the non-renewal of 
orders through fears as to punctuality of delivery. The 
reduction was distributed as follows :—

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The chief item in the reduction of food exports was 
wheat meal and flour, which fell from 682,000 ewts. in 
August, 1925, to 332,000 ewts. in July, 1926, and to 
266,000 cwts. in August, 1926. Exports of spirits were 
620,000 proof gallons in August, 1925, 536,000 gallons 
in July, 1926, and 422,000 gallons in August, 1926. 
Exports of manufactured tobacco at 1,660,000 Ibs. were 
less than in July (2,281,000 Ibs.), but more than in 
August, 1925, by 313,000 Ibs. Exports of herrings, 
on the other hand, which fell from 747.000 ewts. in 
August, 1925, to 573,000 ewts. in July, 1926, rose to 
943,000 ewts. in August, 1926, exports to Poland alone 
rising to 286,000 ewts. from 105,000 ewts. in August, 
1925. Among raw materials our exports of China clay 
were greater than in August, 1925, but less than in 
July, 1926, while our exports of wool were greater than 
in July, but less than a year ago.

Exports of iron and steel manufactures were less than 
in August, 1925, by £1,946,000 and by £1,220,000 than 
in July, 1926; exports of cotton goods fell from August,

Compared with August, 1925, increases in exports 
are shown in glass (except bottles), copper goods, worsted 
tissues, boots and shoes, hats, paints, soap, paper, rail 
locomotives, motor cars and chassis, and motor cycles, 
while there was practically no change in linen piece- 
goods and pedal cycles. Exports of cotton piece-goods 
to India were 116,393,000 square yards in August, 1925, 
rose to 160,387,000 square yards in July, 1926, and fell 
to 129,213,000 square yards in August, 1926. Exports 


to China increased from 8,579,000 square yards in 
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August, 1925, to 11,460,000 square yards in July, 1926, 
and to 18,502,000 square yards in August, 1926. Most 
other markets showed heavy reductions. Wool exports, 
especially of worsteds, were in a more favourable posi- 
tion, principally through Canada and the United 


_ 


States; of both tissues Canada took 2,751,000 square 
yards in August, compared with 2,746,000 square yards 
in July, and 1,588,000 square yards in August, 1925. 
Those goods in whose manufacture coal plays a leading 
part, such as chinaware and iron and steel, naturally 
suffered most in their export trade, but our other in- 
dustries showed a substratum of strength in very diffi- 


cult circumstances. 


IMPORTS. 
FUEL. 


[Imports of coa] in August amounted to 3,970,009 
tons, valued at £7,543,000, against 2,320,000 tons, 
valued at £4,148,000, in July. For the first eight 
months of 1926 imports were 6,987,000 tons, valued at 
£12,668,000, against 6,600 tons, valued at £12,900, 
in the corresponding period of 1925. On the other hand, 
we exported only 7,381 tons in July and 2,184 tons in 
August, against 3,272,000 tons in August, 1925, and 
our shipments for the use of steamers engaged in the 
foreign trade were 154,000 tons in July and 148,000 
tons in August, compared with 1,215,000 tons in 
August, 1925. Our imports of crude petroleum were 
$3,555,000 galions in August, 1926, against 48,120,000 
gallons in July and 48,758,000 gallons in August, 1925; 
our exports of petroleum refined in the United Kingdom 
also fell, being 10,471,000 gallons in August, against 
15,115,000 gallons in July and 12,449,000 gallons in 
August, 1925. On the other hand, our retained imports 
of refined petroleum have shown very large increases, 
being 178,491,000 gallons in August, 1926, 122,140,000 
gallons in July, and 73,501,000 gallons in August, 
1925; retained imports of fuel oil alone rose from 
26,512,000 gallons in August, 1925, to 35,079,000 
gallons in July, 1926, and to 60,600,000 gallons in 
August, 1926. 
in the foreign trade has, however, shown little change, 
being 23,214,000 gallons in August, 1925, 21,105,000 
gallons in July, 1926, and 23,591,000 gallons in August.

Omitting coal, our retained imports of raw materials 
were valued at £18,350,000 in August, which was 
£1,299,000 less than in the same month of 1925 (owing 
to reductions in timber, oilseeds, and rubber) and 
£3,292,000 less than in July, 1926. The following table

On the whole, the retained imports of raw materials 
in August, 1926, present a much more _ favourable 
appearance than might have been expected, considering 
the natural unwillingness of many manufacturers to 
burden themselves with stocks of materials in the uncer- 
tainty as to the duration of the coal stoppage. Imports 
of iron and manganese ore were, of course, reduced 
almost to the point of disappearance, but cotton, wool, 
palm kernels, and wood pulp make quite a good show- 
ing compared with August, 1925. The increase in re- 
tained imports of rubber indicates some accumulation 
of stocks. 

MANUFACTURED Goons. 


Retained imports of manufactured goods increased 
from £19,499,000 in August, 1925, to £23,443,000 in 
July, 1926, and to £25,028,000 in August, but, apart 
from the decline in prices, it should be remembered that 
after Ist July, 1925, there was a considerable reduction 
in the imports of those classes of goods import duties on 
which had been effective from that date, that reduction 
being the reflection of large imports in the preceding 
months in anticipation of the duties. The increase of 
£5,529,000 over the twelve months has not, therefore, 
the full significance that the figures might imply. Of 
special significance to British industry are the retained 
imports of iron and steel and manufactures thereof. 
Crude iron and steel increased from 148,000 tons in 
August, 1925, to 156,000 tons in July, 1926, and to 
189,000 tons in August; semi-finished rolling-mill pro- 
ducts increased from 61,000 tons to 85,000 tons and 
then to 101,000 tons; finished goods had a less pro- 
nounced movement, increasing from 23,000 tons to 
28,000 tons, and then relapsing to 23,000 tons. Among 
retained imports of other goods which are the raw 
material of British industries are the following :—

DEPARTMENT OF SCIENTIFIC AND 
INDUSTRIAL RESEARCH. 

By Order in Council, dated 20th August, 1926, 
Professor Vernon Herbert Blackman, Sc.D., F.R.S., 
Professor Frederick George Donnan, O.B.E., D.Sc., 
Liu.D., F.R.S., and Professor Frederick Alexander 
Lindemann, Ph.D., F.R.S., have been appointed mem- 
bers of the Advisory Council to the Committee of the 
Privy Council for Scientific and Industrial Research, in 
the place of members who have retired on the completion 
of their terms of office. 


BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS. 

Klectrical Machinery.—The British Engineering 
Standards Association have recently issued a 
further section of the revision of their publica- 
lion No. 72, 1917, Standardisation Rules for 
Klectrical Machinery. The revision is taking the form 
o! the issue of eight separate specifications, covering 
fractional horse-power motors, industrial machines, 
turbo-alternators, large machines other than  turbo- 
alternators (two specifications), transformers, rotary 
converters, and traction motors. The new publication 
is British Engineering Standards Association Publica- 
tion No. 170-1926, and covers fractional horse-power 
motors (including fan motors) of less than one horse- 
power per 1,000 revolutions per minute. The outstand- 
ing sections still to be published are those for trans- 
formers and rotary converters. Copies of this new 
publication may be obtained from the British Engineer- 
ing Standards Association, Publications Department, 
28, Victoria Street, London, 8.W.1, or from the pub- 
lishers, Crosby Lockwood and Son, 7, Stationers’ Hall 
Court, London, E.C.4, price 1s.

NOTES ON TRADE—Continued. 
INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the High Commissioner 
for India in London on the season and crops during the 
past week :— 

Rainfall.—Calcutta, 13th September.—Rainfall has 
been nearly general in Mysore on five days; in Lower 
Burma on three days; in Central India East, the Central 
Provinces East, East Rajputana, the Madras Deccan and 
South Hyderabad on two days; and in Bihar and Orissa, 
the United Provinces, the Punjab East and North, Sind, 
Madras, South-East Bengal, the Central Provinces, 
Assam, Malabar, Chota Nagpur, Guzerat and North 
Hyderabad on one day. There have been local or few 
falls elsewhere. 

Monsoon.—-The monsoon generally has been weak, 
except in parts of Northern India and the Peninsula. 

Crops.—Bengal, 8th September._-There has_ been 
heavy rain, especially in North and East Bengal. The 
prospects for winter rice generally are satisfactory, except 
in water-logged tracts. Bombay.—10th September.— 
The condition of crops is improving owing to the fine 
weather in parts and the good weather elsewhere ; other- 
wise the position is unchanged. Assam.—13th Septem- 
ber.—The weather generally has been seasonable and 
favourable for crops. 

Intermediate Crop Reports.._Bombay.—The cotton 
crop was damaged by excessive rain in the latter half 
of August in Guzerat and the Khandesh, but is now im- 
proving. Rains were deficient in the east. Deccan and 
the Karnatik in the second fortnight of August (word 
mutilated) growth of cotton was checked. The condi- 
tion is improving owing to the recent rains. The con- 
dition of sugarcane generally is satisfactory; slight 
damage has been caused in parts of the north. Deccan, 
Bihar and Orissa.—The weather has remained season- 
able. There has been sufficient rain, with no serious 
floods. The sugarcane yield is estimated at 89 per cent. 
of the first forecast average. Central Provinces.— 
Sugarcane prospects are unchanged. Cotton: the 
August rainfall was heavy and continuous, and the 
crops were slightly damaged. United Provinces.— 
Cotton conditions generally are favourable. Rain has 
been well distributed and prospects are good. 





TRADE OF ST. HELENA IN 1925. 

According to the Annual Report on St. Helena for 
1925, imports into and exports from the Island during 
the year under review totalled £57,805 and £47,476, as 
against £51,421 and £36,160 respectively in 1924. The 
chief imports included timber, flour, drapery and dry 
goods, grain, oilman’s stores, paraffin oil, rice, cigarettes 
and tobacco, coal, machinery, sugar, butter and mar- 
garine, wire and hardware, metals, etc., while exports 
embraced fibre, tow, rope and cord and twine.

CAYMAN ISLANDS TRADE, 

The Annual Report on the Cayman Islands for 1925 
states that imports into and exports from the islands 
during 1925 amounted to £42,663 and £14,813, as com- 
pared with £51,416 and £16,317 respectively in 1924. 
The excess of imports over exports is balanced by the 
remitted wages of seamen in every part of the world, 
the earnings of island vessels not in the turtle fishery, 
and the contributions to dependents of men working 
ashore in the United States and in the ports of Central 
America.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 


—_————— 


SPACE BOOKED EQUALS LAST YEAR’S. 

Good progress continues to be made with the organisa- 
tion of the British Industries Fair. Applications have 
been coming in so well that the amount of space let at 
London and Birmingham already equals the total area 
let at the last Fair, while applications continue to come 
in daily. | 

As has previously been announced, it has been found 
necessary to take in additional space to increase the ex- 
hibition area available at Birmingham by 40,000 square 
feet by the provision of further halls, while the orga- 
nisers of the London Section are faced with the same 
problem of accommodating the numbers of exhibitors. 

TEXTILE AND CLOTHING SECTION. 

One of the most interesting features of the London 
Section of the Fair is the Textile and Clothing Section. 
The British Industries Fair, 1926, saw the first begin- 
ning of a section devoted to clothing and its allied trades, 
but the decision to start such a section was reached some 
time after the rest of the Fair had got under way, and 
this added considerably to the difficulty of bringing a 
new departure to a successful issue. Some dozen firms 
showed their enterprise and courage by taking between 
them just under 3,000 square feet of exhibition space. 
They were happily rewarded by a success that was far 
beyond their expectations. As a consequence the Tex- 
tile and Clothing Section of the British Industries Fair, 
1927, has already definitely booked space for over 7,000 
square feet, and there are no signs of the crest of the 
wave having yet been reached. 

Already thirty-five textile firms have booked space, 
and these include firms who will display linen and em- 
hroidery, gloves, corseterie, knitted goods, silks, clothing, 
woollen piece-goods, linings, hose, shirts and collars, 
furs, furnishing and upholstery fabrics, etc. These 
yoods will be presented, as far as possible, in appropriate 
relation to each other in their several groups. 

GROCERS’ EXHIBITION AND THE EMPIRE 

MARKETING BOARD. 

An interesting feature at the Grocers’ Exhibition, 
which opens at the Royal Agricultural Hall on 18th 
September, remaining open until 24th September, will 
be a stand organised by the Department of Overseas 
Trade on behalf of the Empire Marketing Board, in 
which displays of Empire (including home) produce will 
be made by South Africa, India, East Africa, the Gold 
Coast, the West Indies and the National Food Canning 
Council (by arrangement with the Minister of Agri- 
culture). 











LIVERPOOL FOREIGN SAMPLES (SOAPS AND 
PAINTS) EXHIBITION. 

An Exhibition of Foreign Soaps, Toilet Preparations 
and Paints, organised by the Department of Overseas 
Trade, and held in the offices of the Liverpool Chamber 
of Commerce, on 7th and 8th September, produced very 
gratifying results. The samples, particulars of which 
were given in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 2nd September (see 
page 258), were inspected with considerable interest by 
representatives of all the leading soap and paint firms 
in the district, while requests were received for the 
loan of 235 samples for purposes of comparison and 
analysis and in order that methods of packing might 
be studied. In addition, seventeen enquiries were 
handed in for names of overseas buyers and expor' 
information. 

The display marked the last of the series of Soap and 
Paint Exhibitions which have been held in Liverpool 
at frequent intervals during the past twelve months.

The Customs revenue for the June quarter amounted to 
£K.220,273, an increase of £K.19,632 over the corresponding 
quarter of 1925, and a decrease of £1.8,637 under the quarter 
ended 3lst March, 1926. The Excise revenue on salt 
amounted to £E.9,824, an increase of £E£.957 over the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1925, and of £E.1,379 over the 
preceding quarter; on wines and spirits to £E.3,882, an in- 
crease of £E.1,606 over the corresponding quarter of 1925, 
and a decrease of £E.2,294 under the preceding quarter.

FOREIGN TRADE IN JULY. 

The Estonian Consul-Gencral in London reports that the 
foreign trade during the month under review showed a con- 
tinued active balance, the excess of exports over imports 
amounting in value to 83°5 million Estonian marks. In 
July last imports and exports totalled 831,283,640 E.mks. 
and 914,836,000 E.mks., as compared with 664,100,000 
E.mks. and 904,600,000 E.mks. respectively in the previous 
month. The foreign trade of the current year shows a 
continued improvement, the trade balance for the first 
seven months being active to the amount of 201°8 million 
E.mks., as against an excess of imports over exports in the 
corresponding period of 1925 to the value of 433:1 million 
E.mks. The chief imports in July included foodstuffs 
(cereals), etc., 163°5 million E.mks.; other foodstuffs, spirits, 
etc., 92°8; cotton, 87:1; fish and fish products, 70°8; 
machinery and means of transport, 63:0; and fertilisers. 
37°1 million E.mks. 

The chief contributors of these imports were Germany 
With 21:6 per cent. of the total imports, the United States 
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16°0 per cent., Poland 15°8 per cent., and the United King- 
dom 1181 million E.mks (14-2 per cent.), as against 73°3 
million E.mks. in the previous month. 

Kxport TRADE. 

The value of the main groups of Estonian exports in the 
same month were dairy produce, 363°5 million E.mks.; 
timber and wood manufactures, 234°7; textiles, 97°8; leather 
and leather manufactures, 63-0; and paper and _ printed 
matter, 31°6 million E.mks. 

Among the recipients of exports were the United King- 
dom, 387'1 million E.mks., or 42°3 per cent. of the total 
exports, against 432°1 million E.mks. in June. Dairy pro- 
duce accounted for 180:0 million E.mks of the United King- 
dom’s total. The shares of Germany and the Soviet Union 
amounted to 24-1 and 8-9 per cent. respectively.

TRADE AND INDUSTRY IN JULY. 


The value of imports in the month under review was 471°9 
million Finnish marks, or slightly higher than for the same 
month in the previous year, states the ‘‘ Monthly Bulletin ”’ 
of the Bank of Finland. It was, however, exceeded by the 
value of exports by more than 80 per cent. Exports with a 
value of 851:4 million F.mks., reached a level which had 
not hitherto been attained in the course of one month. The 
surplus of exports, amounting to 379°5 million F.mks., was 
larger than for any previous month. This favourable 
balance of trade was chiefly due to timber exports. Sawn 
goods exported were almost twice as large as in June and 
considerably greater than in July, 1925, while exports of 
unsawn goods, chiefly pulp-wood, likewise reached a higher 
figure than before. 

If the results for the past seven months of the current 
years are examined, they are, however, not as favourable as 
last year, owing to the comparatively low figures of exports 
for the earlier months. Whereas imports were rather larger 
than last year, exports proved slightly less. For the period 
January-July a surplus of imports has thus arisen of 288°6 
million F.mks. as against only 4°8 million F.mks. last year. 
Having regard to the fact that the next few months usually 
show a considerable surplus of exports, a more favourable 
final result may be expected for the whole year. The timber 
market, as is generally the case during the summer months, 
was fairly quiet, but a firmer tone has now made itself felt. 
Sales have advanced regularly and in the first half of August 
they were livelier than before. ‘Total sales from Finland by 
the middle of August are estimated at about 750,000 
standards as compared with about 700,000 standards a year 
earlier.

Among the imports of foodstuffs and ‘beverages wheat 
increased by 34,700,000 mks., coffee by 24,700,000 mks., fruit’ 
by 19,300,000 mks., maize by 9,400,000 mks., and fish by 
6,800,000 mks., as compared with June. Among the imports 
of raw materials and semi-manufactures the chief increases 
were in mineral oil, timber, seeds and wool.

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Exports also showed a large increase by 63 million mks., 
chiefly accounted for by raw materials and semi-manufac- 
tures 36 million mks., and manufactured goods 31 million 
mks., whereas the export of foodstuffs showed a slight 
decline, 4 million mks. With regard to exports of raw 
materials and semi-manufactures the chief advances, as com- 
pared with June, were coal and coke, 30,700,000 mks., 
ammonium sulphate and iron and steel semi-manufactures. 
In manufactured goods textiles increased by 14 million 
mks., and iron and steel products by 9,600,000 mks.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-APRIL. 


the total value of imports and exports during the period 
under review was £28,398,000 and £29,724,000, as against 
€27,659,000 and £27,489,000 respectively in the correspond- 
ing period of last year, states ‘‘ Wilemans’ Brazilian 
hieview.’”’ 

The outlook in the near future does not appear promising 
in view of the fact that many of the coffee consuming 
markels are at present only small purchasers. Brazil de- 
pends almost entirely on coffee exports for a favourable 
trade balance, so that any decline in shipments of this com- 
modity immediately reduces the balance in favour of 
exports, which in its turn weakens exchange. Compared 
with the same period of 1925, the volume of exports for 
the first four months of the current year shows an increase 
of 70,382 tons, or 141 per cent., and that of imports of 
“32,008 tons, or 17°8 per cent.; the balance against exports 
consequently increased from 1,141,688 tons last year to 
1,363,214 tons this year, the extent to which import carrying 
tonnage failed to obtain return cargoes. In sterling value, 
f.o.b. exports show an increase of £2,233,000, or 81 per 
cent., and ¢.i.f. imports of £739,000, or 2:6 per cent.; the 
balance in favour of exports consequently turned from 
(170,000 against exports during the first four months of 
last year, to £1,326,000 in favour of same this year. 

The values of the principal exports during the first four 
months of this year were: Coffee £22.175,000, rubber

TOURIST TRAFFIC AT PORT OF ALGIERS. 

The Acting British Consul-General at Algiers reports that 
during last year 43 tourist steamers, having a gross tonnage 
of 672,481, called at the port, carrying 15,938 passengers. 
Of these vessels 28 were British, 5 Italian, 5 German, 2 
Norwegian, and one each Dutch, Danish and French.

SHIPPING TRAFFIC AT HAMBURG IN AUGUST. 
(from the British Consul-General.) 
HAMBURG. 

There was a slight decline in the total tonnage entered 
at the port in August, but the number of vessels entered in 
ballast was higher than ever, namely, 493, aggregating up- 
wards of 400,000 tons, as against 430 vessels in July and 
276 in June. This was no doubt attributable to the con- 
tinued influence of the British coal strike. There was also 
a decline of about 73,000 tons in the total tonnage cleared, 
but the tonnage cleared with cargo was up by 26,000 tons. 

The British shipping in August amounted to 435 vessels 
(477,723 net reg. tons) entered and 411 vessels (465,358 nel 
reg. tons) cleared, compared with 406 vessels (538,313 tons) 
entered and 393 vessels (511,623 tons) cleared in July. The 
German tonnage in the month under review totalled 670,926 
tons entered (544,470 tons in July) and 465,354 tons cleared 
(619,052 tons in July). The following table shows the ton- 
nage entered and cleared at Hamburg in August, 1926, and 
during the period Ist January to 3lst August :—

SHIPBUILDING AND PORT WORKS. 

The shipbuilding industry in 1925 showed increased 
aclivily 1m comparison with the previous year, states the 
British Commercial Counsellor and British Commercial 
Secretary at Rome in their Report on the Commercial, 
Industrial and Economic Situation in Italy (H.M. Stationery 
Office, price 3s. 6d. net). The total tonnage launched 
amounted to 132,205, of which 75,000 tons were represented 
by motor-vessels. The tonnage launched in 1925 exceeded 
that of 1924 by 49,679 tons.. At the end of last year there 
were 260,354 tons of shipping on the stocks, as against 
166,010 tons at 3lst December, 1924. The greater part, 
204,400 tons, of the vessels under construction at the end 
of 1925 were motor-ships.. Among the ships building at the 
same date were two vessels of over 30,000 tons, 15 cargo- 
boats of from 6,000 to 8,000 tons, and several vessels of over 
4,000 tons. 

Port Works. 

The extension and improvement of the port of Genoa is 
proceeding normally. At the end of last year 1,400 metres 
of the new breakwater protecting the Bacino Vittorio 
imanuele III. had been built, leaving 300 metres more to 
complete. The eastern wharf in this part of the harbour 
has ‘been taken into use, the northern quay is nearing com- 
pletion, and the central and western piers are progressing 
satisfactorily. Work is proceeding on the eastern extension 
of the Molo Galliera, and the construction of a new “ anti- 
scirocco’’ breakwater, 630 metres in length, has been 
decided on. Proposals are under consideration of a new 
port to the west of Genoa. 

With regard to the port of Naples, new contracts have been 
signed with three of the concessionary companies in place 
of those signed the year before. The total of the three con- 
tracts amounts to 166 million lire. 

The expenditure of a sum of 42 million lire, spread over 
four years, has been authorised on port works at Trieste, 
which the new Consortium, that has taken over the bonded 
warehouse from the Government, has undertaken to com- 
ete. 
| The foundation stone of the new harbour works at Bari 
was laid in February last, and the work is now proceeding 


actively.

ROUMANIA. 


THE TEXTILE TRADE IN 1925. 

The British Commercial Secretary at Bucharest, in the 
course of his Report on Economic Conditions in Roumania 
(H.M. Stationery Office, price 2s. net), states that there are 
in all 104 mills in the country producing coarse woollen 
goods and yarn, the wool being supplied mostly from home 
sources. This industry is increasing, but goods of fine 
quality are not produced, and the market for these is held 
chiefly by British manufacturers, whose fine woollen goods 
are generally preferred. Goods of competitive origin are 
sometimes, however, imported into Roumania as British 
goods, and if British manufacturers wish to counteract this

practice it might be worth their while to print at intervals 
on the edges of their materials the words ‘‘ Made in Great 
Britain.’’ 

The following aggregate figures relating to the thirteen 
most important cloih mills in the country may be of 
interest :—

Cotton, Silk, Hemp, Flax and Jute Weaving Mills.—There 
are in Roumania 59 mills coming under this heading. 
With the exception of small quantities of silk, hemp and 
flax all raw materials for these mills are imported from 
abroad. This is probably the main reason why this industry 
is not growing to the extent that wool weaving is. The 
following aggregate figures relate to seven of the most im- 
portant of the 59 mills in the country :—

The remaining 52 mills manufacture chiefly cotton tissues. 

Ropeworks.—Ropeworks in Roumania number 15, the 
products of which are chiefly made of hemp, and the greater 
proportion of this raw material is supplied from home 
sources. Good quality ropes, such as manillas, are imported. 

Knitting Mills.—About 66 knitting mills are working at 
the present time, and most of the yarns used are imported. 
Some of the wool and silk yarns used are supplied from raw 
materials produced in Roumania, but the finer yarns, both 
wool and silk, are all imported, as also vegetable silk and 
cotton yarns. The articles manufactured consist mostly of 
underwear, sweaters, jumpers, dresses, shawls, ties, stock- 
ings, blouses, gloves, vests, etc. 

Hats.—Felt hat factories number 29, of which the most 
important produce wool and hair velour hats, of which con- 
siderable numbers are exported. Most of the hats on the 
home market are, however, imported. Many of the local 
factories import felt ‘‘ clocks ’’ and only shape them. 

Cotton Wool and Bandages.—The raw materials and 
cotton yarns for this industry are all imported. An attempt 
has been made to grow cotton in Roumania, and a small 
quantity was produced during the year under review, but 
the future of cotton growing is still problematical. There 
are 10 factories producing cotton wool and bandages. The 
majority are insignificant and produce only wool for linings, 
but there is one producing surgical wool. The whole pro- 
duction, however, is far from meeting the requirements of 
the country, and most of the wool and bandages used are 
imported. 

Ready-made Clothing.—There are 20 workshops producing 
ready-made clothing. The most important makes chiefly 
military clothing and underwear. The others make cloth- 
ing and underwear. The cloth used is mostly imported. 
The market for ready-made clothing is not very large, and 
little is imported from abroad. 

Various Textile Workshops.—The materials used for the 
various workshops producing head-kerchiefs for the 
peasants, ribbons, carpets, etc., are to a great extent im- 
ported. The finer qualities of ribbons, bootlaces, cords, 
ties, trimmings and artificial flowers, etc., are also 
imported.

SHIPBUILDING INDUSTRY: TARIFF BOARD’S 
REPORT AND GOVERNMENT’S DECISIONS. 


The Indian ‘‘ Trade Journal’’ of 19th August contains 
the text of Resolution No. 221—T(2), dated the 14th August, 
1926, of the Government of India in the Department of 
Commerce, as follows :— 

The report of the Tariff Board regarding the grant of pro- 
lection to the shipbuilding industry was published for 
general information on Friday, 13th August. 

The Government of India accept the finding of the Tariff 
Board that the shipbuilding industry in India does not 
require protection, except in so far as it is affected by the 
protective duties on iron and steel. 

They also agree with the Board that the duty on ships 
and other vessels for inland and harbour navigation when 
imported in parts should be 10 per cent. ad valorem, sub- 
ject to a minimum of Rs.35 per ton on protected iron and 
steel. 

But, as the Board have pointed out, this minimum rate 
is based on the existing rates of duty, and may require 
modification as a result of the statutory enquiry into the 
iron and steel industry which is now in progress. The 
Government of India, therefore, have decided to postpone 
legislation to give effect to the Board’s present recommenda- 
tion until the result of the statutory enquiry is known. 
Meanwhile, however, they have decided to exempt, by Noti- 
fication under Section 23, Sea Customs Act, the iron and 
steel in ships and other vessels imported for inland and 
harbour navigation from so much of the protective duties as 
is in excess of 10 per cent. ad valorem or Rs.35 per ton, 
whichever is higher. 


IMPORT DUTY ON IRON AND STEEL IN SHIPS 
AND OTHER VESSELS FOR INLAND AND 
HARBOUR NAVIGATION. 


The same issue of the Indian ‘‘ Trade Journal ’’ contains 
the following Notification (No. 28—Customs, dated 12th 
August, 1926), which has been issued by the Government of 
India in the Finance Department (Central Revenues), in 
connection with the above decision :— 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 23 of the 
Sea Customs Act, 1878 (VIII. of 1878), the Governor-General 
in Council is pleased to exempt any articles included in 
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Part VII. of Schedule II. to the Indian Tariff Act, 1894 (VIII. 
of 1894), being parts of the original material of any ship or 
other vessel which is intended for inland or harbour navi- 
gation, and has been built abroad and taken to pieces for 
shipment to India, from so much of the duty leviable 
thereon as is in excess of 10 per cent. or Rs.35 per ton, 
whichever is higher.

TARIFF RULING REGARDING CERTAIN 
PRINTING PAPER. 


The Indian ‘‘ Trade Journal’’ of 19th August contains 
a Customs Ruling, No. 9 of 1926, of the Central Board 
of Revenue (dated 28th July), which in connection with the 
protective duty imposed by No. 155 of the Customs Tariff 
on printing paper containing less than 65 per cent. of 
mechanical wood pulp, draws attention to the fact that 
the expression “* per cent.’’ must be interpreted in the light 
of ordinary trade practice, and that the Board has satisfied 
itself that in that practice the expression relates to the 
percentage by weight of the net fibre content of the paper. 
The protective duty, therefore, will not apply to any print- 
ing paper in which the mechanical wood pulp content 
weighs 65 per cent. or more of the total fibre content of the 
paper, even though the mechanical wood pulp content may 
weigh less than 65 per cent. of the gross weight of the 
paper, including loading, such as China clay or size.

BILL TO PROHIBIT EXPORTATION OF LIVE 
BIRDS. 


The Government ‘‘ Gazette’’ of 9th July contains the 
draft of a proposed Ordinance which has for its aim the 
prohibition or restriction of the exportation of live birds 
from the Colony. 

It is proposed in the Ordinance that no person shail, with- 
out the licence of the Governor, export from Ceylon any 
living bird of a species specified in the sixth schedule at- 
tached to the Ordinance, or export any such bird other- 
wise than in accordance with the conditions of such licence.

IMPORTATION AND TRANSIT OF POTATOES 
INFECTED WITH DISEASE. 

With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the issue of the ‘‘ Journal ’’ for 18th February, it should 
be noted that the Order of 24th January has been super- 
seded by a Law of 28th July effective as from 18th August. 
The provisions of the Law relating to the import and transit 
of potatoes, are in general similar to those of the Order in 
question, but the certificate required to accompany con- 
signments of potatoes must now contain a statement that 
the consignment to which it relates has been examined by 
an expert and has been found to be free from potatoes 
infected or suspected to be infected with disease. .

HUNGARY. 


CERTAIN CUSTOMS DUTIES TEMPORARILY 
SUSPENDED OR MODIFIED. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Buda-Pest 
has forwarded translation of an Ordinance (No. 6441 IME), 
dated 6th August, and effective as from 14th August, in 
virtue of which the Hungarian ‘‘ General ’’ rates of duty on 
certain classes of goods are temporarily suspended or modi- 
fied, and various alterations are made in the text of specified 
Tariff headings. 


Duty Exemprions or Repuctions. 

The goods temporarily exempted from duty include un- 
bleached cotton yarns, treble twist, of 8 or 12 threads, for the 
manufacture of cord-pneumatic tyre fabrics (by special per- 
mission and under control); asbestos yarns of 2 or 3 threads, 
counts No. 20 to No. 50, for the manufacture of asbestos 
fabrics; rust proof special steel for machine factories produc- 
ing steam turbines; boiier tube chambers pressed from one 
piece, not finished (without bored tube holes and cover), 
with bottoms at both sides, with a wall thickness of not less 
than 12mm., for factories producing steam boilers and super- 
heaters.

snake, crocodile, lizard, frog, seal, ross seal and antelope 
skins, also calf, goat, kid, sheep and lamb skins, also bastard 
skins for the manufacture of fancy leather articles and 
trunkmakers’ wares*; patent leather of cattle, calf and colt 
hides or sheepskins (split and strips), stamped or not, for 
the manufacture of fancy leather articles and trunkmakers’ 
wares; gilt, silvered or bronzed skins for the manufacture 
of fancy leather articles and shoes*; and electric starting and 
lighting appliances for motor cycles, when delivered to 
motor cycle factories.* 

Twenty-five per cent. of the nominal duties is payable on 
unbleached cotton fabrics of yarn Nos. 36 to 42 English and 
having in warp and weft 12 threads or less per square cm., 
when supplied to factories appointed by the Minister for 
Public Welfare for the manufacture of bandages; double- 
woven camel hair fabric linings, smooth on both sides, or 
rough pile for the manufacture of house shoes*; soft wool 
felt not less than 140 but not more than 180 cms. wide, 
weighing not less than 300 but not more than 800 grs. per 
square metre, for the manufacture of house shoes*; gauze, 
crépe and veiling of silk and other silk fabrics, unfigured, 
for embroidery factories with automatic embroidering 
machinery* and silk, artificial siik and half silk tulles for 
such factories; nickel bars and sheets for the manufacture of 
measuring instruments, up to 2,500 kilogs.*; special trunk 
locks and fittings for trunk factories.* 

Fifty per cent. of the nominal duties is payable on un- 
bleached cotton yarn No. 60 English, of two or more threads, 
for the manufacture of insulating ribbons*; special bleached 
cotton goods having in warp and weft not less than 40 
threads (up to 10,000 kilogs. per annum) for the mannufac- 
ture of stiff collars*; and washable glove skins for glove 
makers. 

Certain kinds of news print, printing and writing paper 
are also to be admitted at reduced rates. 

The reduced duty hitherto accorded to hat braids of horse- 
hair, even mixed with straw, has been withdrawn.

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TARIFF REDUCTIONS (TREATY WITH 


AUSTRIA). 
The Commercial Agreement between Austria and 


Hungary, signed on 9th April, 1926, and operative as from 
14th August, provides for the reduction of the import duties 
on certain goods imported into Hungary from Austria. The 
reduced duties are also applicable to similar goods of United 
Kingdom origin imported into Hungary. 

The following statement shows the reduced duties on cer- 
tain of the products affected by the Agreement which are of 
importance to United Kingdom trade with Hungary. RKeduc- 
tions are also made in the duties on various other articles of 
small importance to the trade of this country, such as 
certain fruit; candles; wooden, paper, cardboard and leather 
wares, iron and steel and wares thereof (wire, springs, axles, 
cylinders, tools and implements; hardware; furniture; 
steam, gas and water fittings; table cutlery); copper bars, 
wires and sheets; machinery (internal combustion engines, 
pumps, chaff cutters, bruising mills, corn cleaning and husk- 
ing machines, automatic weighing machines, certain elec- 
trical machinery and apparatus), and various small wares 
(buttons, pins, combs, walking sticks, etc.) and fancy wares. 

|Nore.—In virtue of Decrees issued by the Ministry of

ITALY. 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rome 
reports, by telegraph, that the price fixed for the period 
12th to 18th September for certificates for the payment of 
Customs duties is 528 lire per 100 lire gold, i.e., the sur- 
charge when the Quties are paid in paper is 428 per cent. 

(The price of certificates for the previous week was 57° 
lire per 100 lire gold.) 


GOVERNMENT AUTHORISED TO INCREASE 
CUSTOMS DUTIES AND TO RESTRICT 
IMPORTS. 


The “ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ for the 6th September contains 
a Royal Decree-Law dated the 9th August, which authorises, 
until the 30th June, 1927, the Minister for Finance in con- 
junction with the head of the Government and the Minis- 
ters for Foreign Affairs and National Economy, to increase 
the import duties fixed in the Tariff and the relative co- 
efficients of increase. 

Unless otherwise provided, Decrees issued under this 
authorisation are to take effect on the day following their 
publication in the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale.’’ 

A further Decree dated the 9th August authorises the 
Minister of Finance, in consultation with the Ministers for 
loreign Affairs and of National Economy, to issue Decrees 
prohibiting or restricting the import of such goods as may 
be deemed necessary.

MADEIRA. 





IMPORTATION OF SILK AND LINEN FABRICS 
FOR EMBROIDERING. 


The “‘ Diario do Governo ”’ (Lisbon) for the 9th September 
contains two Decrees of the same date which authorise the 
importation into Madeira, under the drawback regime, of 
silk or linen fabrics to be exported after having been em- 
broidered in the istand. 

Importation must be effected through the Funchal 
Customs, and the drawback privilege extends to the 
municipal taxes collected by the Customs. 





MOROCCO (FRENCH ZONE). 


MODIFICATION OF CONSUMPTION DUTY ON 
MATCHES. 


With reference to the notice published at page 269 of the 
“Journal’’ of 4th March last regarding the imposition 
of certain consumption duties in the French Zone of 
Morocco, it should be noted that the tax applicable to 
matches has been modified by a Dahir of the 13th August 
(effective as from the 20th August), and is now fixed at the 
rate of 5 centimes per box of 60 or fraction thereof. This 
modified tax is to be charged on all matches at the quay 
which have not already been examined by the Customs 
authorities.

PORTUGAL. 


PROHIBITION OF THE IMPORTATION OF 
ALCOHOL AND CERTAIN SPIRITS. 

The ‘‘ Diario do Governo’”’ (Lisbon) for the 28th August 
contains a Decree (No. 12,214) laying down regulations for 
the manufacture and treatment of full-bodied wines, other 
than port, spirits (aguardente) and alcohol. 

The Decree provides, infer alia, for the prohibition of the 
importation into Portugal of spirits (aguardente) and alcohol, 
except that of denatured spirit coming from the Azores. 
The prohibition is not to apply to foreign spirits in bottles. 

{NotE.—The prohibition does not apply to whisky, rum 
or gin, as these beverages are not classed as ‘‘ aguardente ”’ 
or alcohol in the Portuguese Tariff.) 


SPAIN. 
EXPORT OF ANTIQUITIES, ETC. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ for the 15th August contains a 
Decree-Law, dated 9th August, containing measures for the 
conservation of anliquities and works of art in Spain. One 
section of this Decree-Law deals with the export of works 
of art, and provides that articles which have a national 
interest may only be exported under licence from the 
Ministry of Public Instruction and Fine Arts. This pro- 
vision is applicable to all works of painting, decoration, 
drawing, engraving, etc., of artists previous to 1830. 

ixport licences will only be issued in respect of replicas, 
imitations and copies and of articles whose export will not 
occasion any loss to Spain’s artistic, historical, archeological 
and documentary treasures. When export is authorised the 
articles will not be duty-free, as hitherto, but are to pay 
an export tax according to the following scale :—

and so on, increasing by 2 per cent. for each additional 
25,000 pesetas or fraction thereof, up to a maximum of 
20 per cent. 

The Decree-Law also contains provisions respecting the 
formalities to be complied with in order to obtain export 
licences, the right of public bodies to purchase articles in- 
tended for export, etc. The text of the Decree-Law (in 
Spanish) may be consulted by persons interested at the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, Lon- 
don, S.W. 1. 


IMPORT DUTY ON CALCIUM CYANAMIDE 
REDUCED. 

The ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid” for 3lst August contains a 
Decree-Law, dated 28th August, and effective as from Ist 
September, which reduces from 5 pesetas to 10 centimos per 
100 kilogs. (gross weight) the ‘f Second Column ’”’ Customs 
duty on cyanamide of calcium (Tariff No. 887) imported into 
Spain. The reduction, however, is only to apply so long as 
this product is not manufactured in Spain. 





IMPORT OF STEEL, ETC.: STOCKS. 


The following is a translation of a Royal Order of 8th 
September, published in the ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ on 9th 
September, modifying the regulations affecting the im- 
portation of steel into Spain and the holding of stocks of 
bars, sheets and hoops in that country :— 

1. The Customs are authorised to clear provisionally and 
subject to the requirements of the Royal Order of 12th 
Aucust,* on their arrival in Spain, goods included in 
Tariff Nos. 252-261, 265-9, and 272-273 quater which require 
an import licence in order to be admitted into Spain in 
accordance with the provisions of the second paragraph of 
Article 3 (a) of the Roval Decree of 9th Tuly and the Royal 
Order of 6th August.t 

2. Article 6 of the Roval Order of 6th Augustf is amended 
to read as follows :— 

6. The bodies referred to in the preceding Articles 3, 4 
and 5, which are obliged by the urgent needs of their in- 
dustry to obtain, without increasing stocks, small quantities 
of materials falling under Tariff Nos. 252-261, 265-9 and 
979.978 quater which require an import permit, may obtain 
such materials from the stocks established in Spain, which, 
lo exist at all, must comply with the following condi- 
lions :— 

(a) The hodies which are authorised to hold and sell

(c) The length of the bars must not exceed 4 metres 
except that, in the case of hollow bars for mines, the 
length may be from 6 to 7 metres. 

(d) Stocks are subject to inspection al any time by 
State officials, and if the conditions are infringed the 
economic penalties fixed by the Presidency of the Council 
of Ministers, on the advice of the Council of National 
Kconomy, will be incurred. The amount of these penal- 
ties may be up to three times the value of the goods in 
excess of the stock permitted to be warehoused. 

In order to obtain the Import Permit requisite to enable 
the stock referred to in this article to be constituted, appli- 
cation must be made to the Council of National Economy. 
This application must be accompanied by the original con- 
track making the applicant the direct and sole representa- 
tive in Spain of the factory in question, or notarial evidence 
thereof, and also by a sworn declaration of the quantities 
held at the time of submitting the petition, these quantities 
having to be less than the quantity of stock allowed by this 
Royal Order. 

The grant or refusal, by the Council of National Economy, 
of such petition shall be officially notified to the applicant, 
and if the decision is favourable import shall be authorised 
by means of a Royal Order. 

Persons authorised to hold stocks may not in any case 
receive, to replenish the stocks, consignments of each class 
of material larger than the permitted amount, except in 
the case of goods intended for specified work, im which case 
the necessary permit for such special import must be pre- 
sented to the Customs as laid down in Article 3 of this 
Roval Order. 

firms thus authorised to hold stocks, which have branches 
or warchouses in different parts of Spain, must divide 
among such branches or warehouses the total quantities of 
coods or amount of steel which they are authorised by this 
Royal Order to hold in stock. No one warehouse or branch 
may, however, in any case hold more than 50 per cent. of 
the total quantity authorised. 

If it should be proved that there exist one or more 
clandestine ‘‘ stocks’’ in the name of the importer or any 
ether body, and that the existence of such clandestine 
stocks makes up quantities in excess of the permitted stocks, 
the penalties established in paragraph (d) of this article 
shall be applied. 

(e) Plates or sheets perforated or corrugated (Tariff 
No. 269) are regarded as manufactured articles, and are 
not regarded as included in Tariff Nos. 268 and 269 for 
the purposes of the Royal Decree-Law of the 9th July.

' PAPER. 


Hf.M. Consul at Beirut reports that by virtue of a Decree 
(No. 379), dated 29th June, newsprint paper originating in 
countries belonging to the League of Nations, the U.S.A., 
and Turkey is exempt from Customs duty on importation 
into Syria. 

The paper must be imported under a guarantee given by 
the director of the newspaper concerned that it will be 
taken direct to the printing office and used only by the 
newspaper. 

By Article 4 of the Decree the Customs are authorised to 
take measures to ensure that no abuses occur, and any abuse 
of the privilege will entail payment of a fine equal to twice 
the value of the misused paper and the withdrawal of the 
privilege of duty-free admission.
